DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election of Group 1 , species A (indicator light), and species c (inket 
type dispenser) in the reply filed on 9/27/06 is acknowledged. Some clarification is 
needed with regard to the elected claims. Applicant indicates claim 1 13 is generic 
regarding the indicator species requirement. However, claim 1 13 is directed to a tactile 
signal. Additionally, applicant indicates claims 9, 91, 102, and 105 are generic to the 
jet-type dispenser species requirement.- Claim 9 is directed to a thermal droplet jet 
dispenser and claims 91 , 102, and 105 are cancelled. Because applicant did not 
distinctly and specifically point out the supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election has been treated as an election without traverse (MPEP § 818.03(a)). 

Additionally, The examiner would like to correct the following : 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-17, 21, 23-28, 36-47, 101, 111-113, 137-139, 142-157drawn to 
an applicator for delivering a bioactive composition, classified in class 604, 
subclass 502. 

II. Claims 30-35, 48-54, 114-117 drawn to a biosensor, classified in class 
600, subclass 347. 
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III. Claims 18-20, 22 drawn to a bioactive substance, classified in class 424, 
subclass 449 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

1 . Inventions I and II and Inventions I and III are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the bioactive 
composition does not require the particulars of the claimed sensors. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as a biosensor for monitoring a health 
condition of a subject. 

2. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for the reasons given 
above and there would be a serious burden on the examiner if restriction is not required 
because the inventions have acquired a separate status in the art in view of their 
different classification, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
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requirement be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention.
